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HORSE TRAINING IN THE OLDEN TIME. 
The following article we extract from Lord William Lennox’s 
“ Here’s Bport indeed,” in the current number of the Sporting Maga- 
xinei— agro 
‘Ag the racing Beason is about to commence, and the nominations 
for the year 1866 are considerably greater than those of any former 
‘year, we consider that we cannot do better than offer a few remarks 
upon a most important subject—that of training the racehorse. 
“Many noblemen and gentlemen train in their own parks; and 
often ‘the stud-groom undertakes the office of getting the horses 
into condition fot running. The above system, which we think is 
‘an ‘excellent one for those about to be engaged in hunters’ stakes, 
hurdle or steeplechases, is not generally approved cf, Still we 
think it has one advantage, and that is that the horses sre always 
well'fed, which in some few stables, when done by ce: ntract, at 60 
Many guineas a week, is not ¢qually attended to. Wild Dayrell, 
the sire of so many valuable racehorses, is a proof of what may be 
done by private training. Although trainers (like doctors with biped 
Fecenty disagree in their mode of preparing horees, we think the 
ollowing system, founded upon reason and experience, will prove to 
be the best: 
‘‘As a month is the least time 
that can be allowed to draw the 
snimal’s body clear, and to refine 
his wind to that state of perfection 
which is attainable by art, it is at 
first necessary to take au exact 
view of the st#t8of hid “tody, 
whether he be bigh or low in flesh ; 
and it is also necessary to consider 
whether he be dull and heavy or 
briek and lively when abroad, If 
he appear duil and heavy, and 
there is reason to suppose it is 
owing to too hard riding, or, as the 
jockeys express it, to s0me grease 
that has been Cissolved in exercise, 
and bas not been removed, then the 
Proper remedy is half-an-ounce of 
diapente, given ina pint of good 
8ack, which will at once remove 
the cause, and revive the crea- 
ture's spirits. We fear the wortby 
, knight, Sir John Falsteff, omitted 
the nauseous drug, and stuck to 
he yjnous preparation, or he pos- 
sibly might have become less heavy, 
88 Bantipgish, than he was, After 
this, for the first week of the / 
month, the horse—not Prince Hal’s 
at boon companion — should, be 
fed with oate, bread, and split 
beang, sometimes the one, sometimes 
the other, as he likes best, always 
leaving a portion in the manger, 
that he may feed at leisure when 
alone. At feeding-time, whatever me:

Every 
day he must be ridden out; and

Wind without over-tiing him. 
When he takes more fevere exor- 
Ciew afterwards, towards theend of 
tLe month, it will be advisable to 


have some korses to gallop with 
Lim. This will put bim on his 
mettle, and the beating them will 


give him spirits. It is, however, 
to be cautiously observed that he 
is not to be pressed to full speed 
for ten days or a fortnight before 
the rece, and that the last gallop 
must be in bis clothes, This will 
make him run with. wuch more 
vigour when stripped for the race. 
In the second week the korse 
should have the same food, and 
dried oats that have been hulled by 
beating. After this they are to be 
Wetted in a quantity of white of egg 

eaten up, and then laid out in the 
sun to dry; and when perfectly 
free from moisture the horee is to 
have them, This food is very light 
of digestiop, and excellent for the 
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animal’s wind. The beans at this time should be given more sparingly, 
and the bread should be made of three parts wheat and one part beans. 
If his system should cease to be cool, he must then have some ale and 
white of eggs beaten together. In the last week the mash is to be 
omitted, and barley water given in its place every day until the morn- 
ing before the race. He should have his fillof hay at first,and then 
it ought to be given more sparingly, that he may have time to digest 
it; and on the day when the “high-mettled racer” is to appear on 
the course, he must have a toast or two of white bread, soaked in 
sack, and the same just before he is Jed out to the field. By this 
means the two extremes of fulness and fasting are equally avoided, 
the one damaging his wind, and the other occasioning faintness that 
may make bim lose his race, After he has had his food, the litter 
should be shaken up, and the stable kept quiet, that he may not be dis- 
turbed until he is taken outto run. The above was the old-fasbioned 
manner of training, in dayswhen bottom as well as speed was required ; 
and we have given it in the hopes that officers and sportsmen who 
occasionally wish to get their horses into condition to run for a military 
or hunting sweepstakes may profit by our advice, without going to 
the expense of a trainer, who swallows up almost all the winnings, 
and, in theevent of losing, mulots the owner of many days’ pay.

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TURF SCANDALS. 


The importance of the recent trial between the proprietor of 
Tatersall’s Tissue and_ the Sporting Life, must be our-apology —for 
giving the decision of the Lord Chief Justice in extenso:— 

‘* This case affords an illustration of some of the mischievous 
effects of betting through the medium of commission sgents, because 
we have here a man in a respectable employment in business, not 
only risking the money which he has probably saved out of hard 
earned wages, but, under false pretences, borrowing £250 from a 
friend for the purpose of speculating with it upon the most uncer- 
tain and unsatisfactory of all results—that is, the result of betting on 
horse racing; and what makes it more remarkable in this instance ig, 
that we find he entrusts his chance of success to a man of whom, 1 
think, we may very safely say that he was utterly incompetent to 
discharge the duty of commission agent. He is a man who bas been 
all his life brought up to the printing business, carrying on businers 
asa printer in Fetter-lane; he becomes the printer cf this newly 
established and newly started sporting journal, which takes the 
title of Tatersall’s Tissue. The principal for whom he is employed 
falls short of the necessary funds to pay the expenditure of the 
paper, and so Mr, M'Oallum, in respect of a debt which the pro- 
prietor of the-paper bas incurred to 
him, takes the paper in payment, 
and becontes the proprietor of it. 
He, Meese that time (fn the spring 
of 1865) having pee nothing on 

tapdo . horse-racing, 
cept’that, possibly, ike every 
other Londoner, he msy perchance 
have gone down to seethe Derby— 
starts as acommission agent, to bet 
for other people on horse-racing, 
Having probably never seen a race.

I hope that individuals who may 
be foolish enough, kno wing nothing 
about horse-racing themselves, in- 
stead of seeking to earn honestly 
the means of subsistence for them- 
selves and their families, and to 
acquire fortunes or secure in- 
dependence for old age, are never- 
theless ‘weak, foolish, and in- 
fatuated enough to entrust their 
money to other .people to 
lay out on horse-racing, will at 
* least take care to ssploy agents 
who know something about the 
matter with which they profess to 
deal. However, it is not on that 
account that this plaintiff, however 
rath ha may have been jn under- 
taking the business cfa commission 
agent, and in dealing with tbe 
money of other peoplé, is to be 
stigmatised as an imposter and a 
scoundre), unless there be some 
ground upon which such charges 
as those can be rested. or unless 
there be cOnduct to which such 
opprobrions epithets as those can 
properly be applied.

“It is a very different thing when you are dealing with a man 
who is receiving the money of other people to invest, and who is doing 
so in a very limited and obscure way of business. It then becomes 
certainly unsatisfactory (I will not eay suspicious) If you find that 
msn entering upon these dealings and transactions under a name 
which is assumed without those who are dealing with him knowing 
who he is, It is quite clear that the plantiff has done that, There are 
undoubtly, as Mr. Tattersall told us to-day, many men who carry 
on this business who are men of. guod repute, of known solvency, 
and with a high sense of honour. That, I believe, is undoubtedly the’ 
fact ; but, on the other hand, there may be a great many who are not 
—men who hold out a lure to persons of small means who seek to 
increase those means by speculations of this kind. That. certainly 
is a circumstance upon which comment might fairly be made.

1,000 to 100 and 2,000 to 140 was taken about Cortolyin, and 400 
to 80 about Columbia; but the Tattersall’s and Manchester quotations 
continued unaltered. In fact, the weather was the leading subject of 
converse every where, for no one felt inclined to speculate so early ; and 
it was an immense relief to jockeys and trainers as well as the backers 
and luyors, when the wind changed and the clouds distilled a gentle 
rain. ‘Tho course was in capital order when we imprinted it on the 
dawn of Tuesday, and a large number of horses were early at exercise. 
Of course everybody was anxious to get a peep at Alcibiade, Cor- 
tolviu, Laura, Mistake, and L’Africaino ; and their respective partizang 
were quite satisfied with their magnificent appearance, and the style 
of movement; Alcibiade looked a greatly improved horse since he 
gained honours here at the last anniversary; but none of the favourites 
were 80 bloomingly attractive as Lord Poulett’s crack, who had been 
brought from Newmarket on the previous afternoon, by special train, 
accompanied by the rest of Christopher Green's string. He took un- 
commonly well with the cognoscenti, and so did Alcibiade, but Laura 
was proverbially condemned as too small, Mistake was short of 
work, and L’Africaine as too light to carry the welter weight he had 
todo. Real Jam went along beautifully, as also did Merrimac, and 
Stella, and’ Effenburg’s- great size would not go down at 
all. Heurlys, the stable companion of L’Africaine, was at 
exercise, but subsequently had the pen put through her name, 
The previous official soratchings were Emblem, Jerry, Sinking Fund, 
Innellan, Game Chicken, and Agag. Thoraciug during the opening 
afternoon was good, but everything went off miserably slow, for there 
wereonly fiveeveuts decided, and but thirty-four animals competed. The 
Tyro stakes was. the first item on the card, and Little Sycee (bredat 
Middle Park, where Mr. Mackenzie obtained him for 160 guineas) won 
cleverly, but his opponents were of an exceedingly mediocre class, The 
Flying Spring Stakes were appropriately netted by Flying Jib, for East 
Lynn could not stay, but Skylark and Venturesome made a hard 
fight of it, for only a head each divided the trio. ‘The annual 

urdle race result was, no surprise to the Epsomites, for Real 
Jam was very fit, and being in a good humour won almost as she 
liked; but it did not improve her position in the market for 
the Grand National, and Benazet’s defeat certainly discouraged the 
Cortolvio party. During the afternoon Salamander was backed to 
£1,00@ at 50 to 1, which was about his first introduction into the 
uotations, and there was also a disposition to support The Doctor. 
Bookmakers appeared to tire of laying against Alcibiade, and in 
Liverpool at nightit was hard to get 8 to 1. Cortolvin recovered 
towards midnight, and9 tol was taken to alot of money, though 
offered at the close; and both Laura and L’Africaine finished at 11 
tol each. Mistake found friends at 12 to 1, and Reat Jam came 
with a rush at last, closing at 100 to 7, which price we saw 
taken to £200 about Merrimac, and offered versus Creole. Ibex and 
The Doctor were the only other animals supported, though Salaman- 
der, King of Hearts, Reporter, Hornet, and ‘‘homastowa were quite 
out of favour. ist; : 

We never recollect amore exciting Grand National. . The race was 
certainly very attractive in the days of Lottery, Peter emple, 
Gaylad and Abdle Kader; but then the contests were invariably 
confined to English and Irish horas. ‘This season France and 
Germany sent its celebrities to throw down the gauntlet to Great 
Britain and Ireland; and immense sums were pending the result. 
‘he reason for this, it has been justly observed, must be looked for 
in the increasing taste for cross-country events evinced, by all classes 
of sportsmen, and the praiseworthy exertions mado by those in 
authority to raise Steeple Chasing out of the slough of despond 
into which, through bad management and evil practices, it had fallen. 
Not but thatsome of the old leaven clings to it yet, we regret to say; 
and this year’s Liverpool has been signalizad by some betting 
transactions which have demande’ inquiry, and provoked censure 
even in the not over strict atmosphere of the betting world. 
Wednesday dawned bitterly cold, and thore was a slight fall of snow, 
but this did not keep people-away, for the Aintree was never better at- 
tended, the various leaps being lined with spectators, and the several 
stands literally crammed, whilst it was a difficult matter to even elbow 
pone way through the dense crowd on the Jawn fronting the Grand 

tand, We shall pass over the flat and hurdle racing sud silentia, for 
there was nothing very taking in it; and proceed at once to the Grand 
National. Thirty horses came out for it, and .a better-looking string 
of jumpers, taken as a whole, never stripped for a fray. The snow 
continued to fall as they were saddled, and the riders did not part 
with their overcoats, until they were marshalled gt the stable-turn by 
Mr. M‘George at about hali-past three o'clock. There was some 
delay io getting them off fairly in a body, but in the course of tea 
minutes or so the lot were under weigh, Thomastown, Oreole, Cortol- 
vin, Mistake, Reporter, Kine of Hearts. and Bali Court being the 
first away; Ibex, Fffenburg, Ace of Hearts, The Doctor, L'Africaine, 
Alcibiade, Real Jam and Salamander forming the next ruck, the rear 
being brought up by Sir William, who had become restive, and turned 
round just as tho others had got into motion, and this threw him be- 
hind. Salamander was on his nose at the very first obstacle, 
but cleverly recovered himself; aud Glenoairn coming into 
collision with King of Hearts, the latter was nearly down; 
as it was he cannoned against L’Africaine, but the Frenchman kept on 
his legs, though thrown considerably out of his stride. ‘These 
scrimmages occurring at narrow point, and being increased by one, 
or two animals refusing, the rear guard were materially hindered, 80 
that by the time the leaders had arrived at the Valentine and Beecher 
brooks, the field was wretchedly scattered, Ibex was the first te fall,

THE OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGE BILLIARD MATCHES, 
In connection with the great race for the “blue riband” of the 
mighty Thames, whose ample tide lives beyond all memory; the lovers 
of the beautiful and scientific game will be happy to learn that the 
annual tournay between the champion billiard players of Oxford and 
Cambridge will take place as usual during the boat-raco week. Practice 
has been going on at both Universities for some time past, and at Ox- 
ford, on Saturday night, the question of superiority was brought toa 
trial between Messrs. Watts Russell, of Obrist Church (who played last 
year for Oxford against Cambridge in the double match, which Oxford 
won), and Mr. Rodgers, of Exeter College, a gentleman who bas come 
into residence since the last match. Mr. Russell, from the prestige at- 
tached to his name as a first-class amateur billiard player, 
was made the favourite, but the fine play of Mr. Rodgers in 
ractice, and his defeat of his opponents in the ties in which 
e has play.d, gained for him numerous admirers, who 
readily took 6 to.4. The attendance of undergraduates at Mr 
Russell’s large room, where the match took place, was unusually 
large, every available inch of ground being occupied, while ladders, 
windows, and door handles, afforded temporary conyenience for wit- 
nessing the interesting event. The match proved one of the most 
exciting and interesting it has ever been our lot to:chronicle, the 
players being neck and neck from beginning to end (500 up). With- 
out going into detail, we give below the progress of the players 
throughout the game, and showing their relative positions at each 
hundred.

Rappirs AND OATs.—At the Warwick Assizes, on Saturday, Mr. 
Muntz, a Jarge landed preprietor and tenant farmer, of Baddesley 
Clinton, brought an action against Mr. E)kington, of Packwood-hall, 
on an agreement to keep down rabbits, which the plaintiff alleged 
had been broken by the defendant. A certain formal arrangement 
was made between the parties in April, 1864, one condition of whic’:

He had offered the plaintiff £20 to avoid litigation, but it was 
refused. After a good deal of evidence had been gone into, the jury 
found a verdict for the defendant.

TakATRE ROYAL (Lesse2 R. H. Wyndhim, Esq.).—On Thursday evening 
last Miss Siddons, a young tragedieane of whom report had spoken highly, 
and for whom (she is a great granddaughter of the Siddons) her name and 
descent pleaded not feenly; made her tirat appearance before an Ldinburgh 
audience, in the character of . Juliet. _Miss Siddons has beauty of the fittest 
sort for such tragedy as she acted on that evening; but she has also the 
loftier gifts that enable‘an actress to make the most of the kindliness of nature 
-talent of a high order, a poetic and strong imagination, and great power at 
once of facial expression and of mental concentration... ‘Threughout the 
entire play she exhibited, in her rendering of this, in many. respects most 
trying perhaps of Shakespeare's female characters, a combivuation of force and 
sweetness that at once commanded and charmed her audience, That subtle 
allied power made itself perceptibly felt before many words or gestures bad 
been spent, and the command once established was retained unimpaired till 
the closing scene. This power was wielded in spite of a certain lack of 
robustness now and then iu Miss Siddons’ expression of the character, which 
it would be unjust to call a fault,since it was buta necessary quality of her 
extreme youth. Porhaps it is ungracious even toseem to blame the actress's 
youth, for to that advantage was duo, the exquisite genuineness of girlish 
abandon which we thiak was 4 chief sourcs'of the power she wielded over the 
audience. In the gloomier passages of the play Miss Siddons proved herself: 
surprisingly competent to bear the incessant strain of impassioned represen- 
tation which is put on her. Her grief was never overdone, nor tedious, nor 
inthe horror with which, a devs veprises, she conjures up the. scenes and 
consequences that may attend her awakening from the slumber induced by 
the potion, did she ever overstep the modesty of nature. Throughout the 
distinguishing qualities of her acting were sweetness, dignity, and natural 
forea; there was neither paling in her sorrow.nor ranting in her passion, and 
the impression she made on the encouragingly full house was of the most 
favourable kind, as was evinced by frequent. warm applause, and by two en- 
thusiastic recalls. On Friday evenivg Miss Siddons appeared as Julia in the 
py. of ‘‘The Hunchback,” supported by Mr. Vandenhoft as Master Walter, and 
Mr. Wyndham as Sir Thomas Clifford. Of Miss Siddons we can again speak 
in terms of highest praise. She was, indeed,’ an ideal Julia, her every move- 
ment and utterance—whether made in her suuny joyous hours, when love 
holds sway, or in the darksome days which threaten to make her life desolate 
prt me by taste and feeling.

“PHE RIVER WINDRUSH.” 

One of .the correspondents of 
your paper starts the question 
whether the sslmon requires food 
during the spawning searon. I 
know nothing of the habits of salmon 
during that interesting period; but, 
as far as trout are concerned, Can say, 
without hesitation, that they feed 
when put into breeding boxes ready 
for the extraction of spawn. ‘‘Wren- 
tail” is right in saying the different 
tines of spawning in the Thames 
trout is uo proof of their being 
different in kind, The trout in the 
river Windrush, which is one of the 
feeders (and so far as trout are con- 
cerned, a very important feeder) of 
the Thames, have not yet finished 
evo rniog, The first egg we obtained 
this season wagon the 6th of Jannary, 
wud Jag season the firet Jot of eggs 
was obtained on the 18th of Janwarys 
and the last on the 3rd of March, 
and it is fair to suppose that the fish 
supplied to the Thames by our stream 
would be later in their season than 
the produce of those which commence 
operations in November oud finished 
in January. Even in our little 
stream, the fish, nearer ita source in 
the Cotswold Hills, at Taynton, are 
rauch later in spawning than those 
nearer its junction at Newbridge ; 
for the firat lot of eggs that we could 


et at Taynton last season was (and 
that from a fish not @pite ripe), on 
the 12th Fobruary. r. Buckland 


asks forinformation as to the various 
sizes of fish from the same hatching. 
Some of our trout at four months old 
were one inch, some two inches, some 
three inches; and one big fellow, 
from the same lot, was four inches 
lang, and they had all been kept in 
the same box.

RIVER WYE, HEREFORDSHIRE.

THE THAMES. 


The water continues very thick and high, and the season is now 
closed, March, April, and May being the fence mouths according to 
the rules and regulations of the Fishery of the Thames. The report 
which has been circulated that the Board of Thames Conservancy will 
not grant deputations to the present keepers employed by the Thames 
Angling Preservation Society is untrue ; they bave on the contrary 
resolved to give the men these warrants who, acting together with an 
increased staff appointed by the conservators, will protect the river 
most efficiently, ‘fhe men now appointed being wholly paid, their 
services are especially directed to night-watching. 


THE SHANNON, &c. 


A few good fish have fallen to the rod during the past week. On 
Monday Captain Vansittart killed one of eighteen pounds on the 
Donass Fishery. Ha was hooked on Cooleen, and fought very hard 
to go down the dancing hole, After the first race he did not get an 
inch of line. In the strugele the captain's foot slipped, and he was 
pulled down on the flat of his back with such force, that blood gushed 
from his nose, and continued to run all the time the battle lasted. He, 
however, held on to his fish, which eventually had to succumb to the 
Greenheart, after one of the severest bouts that has been witnessed at 
the Leap for several seasons. Later in the week a fish was killed at 
Erina, and another on Mr, Phelps’ fishery. Ag the water is now 
coming to tho proper level, and the season is getting on, fair sport may 
be expected at Castle Connell. 

The few salmon which have been taken up to this time have been 
of more than an average weight. Thia was expected from the number 
of large-sized kelts which were seen returning to the sea last season, 
and should be strong inducements to the angler to protect those un- 
clean fish. 

On the Maiguoe, Mr. Browning killed two fish at Carass, and Mr. 
Croker one above Croom. The angling does not commence in earnest 
on this river until about the second week in March. 


There has been rather a warm controversy going on in tho page: 
of a contemporary for the last few weeks about the merits of ‘ Byed 
Hooks.” A Mr. Warner, from Redditeh, claimed the honour of the 
invention, and ina letter of January 27th, in describing its great 
merits Says: ‘‘ For fly-dressing they are quite as useful as for bait- 
hooks, as the fly can be dressed with greater neatness and security 
than when tied with waxed silk.” Mr. Hackett, of Cork, next ap- 
peared on the scene, and claimed the invention as his if there is aby 
merit in it, and a correspondent writing under the name of ‘ Wader,” 
gave it as his opinion twat there was no merit whatever, but quito 
the reverse in the ‘Eyed Hook.” TI am disposed to come to the 
same conclusion arrived a! by ‘* Wador.” It is now some sixteen 
years since I purchased those ‘“ Eyed Hooks” from Hacket, of 
Cork, and I found the fly could not be dressed with anything like 
the same neatness as when tied in the ordinary manner with the 
gut lapped to the hook; after having lost several fish in consequence 
I have upon more 
than one occasion killed a salmon with the hook lapped in thé or- 
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dinary manner, broken in two places, but the lapping on of the gu 
held; for small flies, gut loops or eyes are not bad.—WinuaM 
Lysacnt (Limerick). 


GROWTH OF YOUNG SALMON. 


Having watched .the Stormontfield experiment from the com 
mencement, I can give ‘' Angler” the information he asks for. Th 
fry of the salmon at a year old vary greatly in size; you will have 
them from two to six inches .in length, about one half of them 
will assumo the smolt state and migrate towards the sea; this will 
happen with ova taken from the samo fish. 

¢ was suggested that probably it was the fry of the grilse only, 
which was retarded in its growth, but this was found not to be the 
case, fur the same thing happens with both salmon aud grilse ova, 
the small fish will remain another twelve mouths in the fresh water 
some few of them even two years; so that there are parr, grilse, 
aud salmon, all of the same age, in the river at one and the same 


time. I have seen a salmon of sixteen pounds weight, and a parr 
ander an ounce both of the same age, that is, thireb years, hig 
disparity in their growth has not yet been accounted for, the fish

PINK TROUT. 


I'sce in your paper a letter from 
“ Lincolnshire,” asking for informa. 
tion on the best mode of supplying 
a stream with pink, instead of whites 
flushed trout, and my experience 
induces me to recommend that be 
should,in the firat instance, obtcin 
from Huningen some spawn of the 
Lago Maggiore or Lake Constance 
trout, which is quick growing 
species—and the cross between his 
own and these lake fish will probably 
improve the breed; at the samet'me 
it must. be borne in mind that 
redness of flesh in trout isthe result 
of food, and not of variety of breed; 
and he will find if he gets a red-fles hed 
trout from any of the lakes or 
rivers producing them, that in ashore 
time the flesh of the fish will become 
white after being eight or ten mohths 
in his stream.—Land and Water.

MODEL FIGHTS

it would be better to give our own unvarnished narratice of the proceedings, 
seeing that we are in the interest of our readers specially called upon to do 
so. Baldock aud Regan, Haley and-Welsh, and Crow and Bowler came 
together; their contests were decided almost without any hitch, and moreover, 
and which is of greater importance, there wag an order and regularity through- 
out, which of late years has been rarely witnessed. We will now describe the’ 
events in ths order in which they took place, .

JOHN BALDOCK AND JEREMIAH REGAN, 


The former is well-known as hailing from ‘‘ Merrie Islington,” and Master: 
Jack, or rather Young Baldock, as he is more familiarly termed, im his first con- 
test with Jack Brookes, of Norwich, almost at once became a firgt-rater at his 
weight; the brave Brookes was forced to succumb,but not until more than two
